Meanwhile, thoworkmen.employed atthe Tanvery 
hed resoued a fow things from the front pret of, 
the main building before i¢ was completely en- 
yeloped in flames; and with the assistance of the 
Aberdeen mon they emptied the godown which 
contained bags of tanning material. , A large 
ntimber of covties were also seut from Messra, 
Boyd & Co,’s New Dock, and by the combined 
efforts of tho sailors, the dock coolios, and tho 
‘tannery employes, the new godown and its con- 
‘teats were saved. -This godown is situated close 
to the river bank and to the right hand rido of 
the main bnildivg,-so that the flames ‘did ‘not 
roach it, and it is the only part of the premiaes 
which escaped. News of the fire having 
reached Shanghai, Mr. C. J. Ashley, Chief 
Engineer of the Fire Dopartmont; Mr. Mite, 
engincor in the -sorvioe of . the Municipal 
Council ; and Mr. Howell, Inspector of Customs 
River Police went down in the steam Isanch 
belonging to the Firo Dopartmont, roaching tho 
Tannery about half-past one o'clock. Two hoses 
wore fixed, and duriag the afternoon the gentle.
